HINTS & KINKS : ALTOIDS TIMES TWO 


Sam Green, WOPCE, of St Louis, Missouri, has a different take on 
those ubiquitous Altoids tins: 


Many of us mount compact circuits in cases that previously 
contained mint candies. My friend Matt, WOXEU, suggested 
packaging more complex circuits in multiple Altoids tins by 
mounting them back to back, a simple yet elegant idea. 


I built this circuit in a "double-wide" arrangement because I 
needed somewhere to put the batteries. This offered the added 
advantage of providing a means to filter bench power during 
development and testing so I wouldn't leak ambient RF signals into 
the main compartment with its very sensitive circuitry. I simply 
drill a hole near each corner to screw the boxes together. If you 
are careful with the placement of the holes you can even turn the 
arrangement around later to reverse the way the covers open. 
Otherwise, plan ahead. I feed power between compartments via a 
threaded coaxial feed-through EMI <www.mouser.com/tusonix> 
(electromagnetic interference) filter <www.tusonix.com/ 
filters.html>, with additional bypass capacitors for this very 
sensitive application. The threaded filter serves in place of one of 
the screws that hold the cases together. I use conductive 
adhesive-backed copper tape <parts.digikey.com/1/parts/ 
1376464-tape-copper-foil-1-x-18yds-1245-x-1.html> as a gasket 
to minimize leakage into the shielded compartment that contains 
the sensitive circuitry. 


You can extend this method to additional compartments where you 
might want many stages of gain and you need to isolate and 
control the coupling between them. This is a very simple and 
effective way to prototype more complex circuits before you have 
to worry about customizing the packaging. Matt and I hope you

DID YOU KNOW? WWV AND WWVH 


Today, most amateurs know that radio stations WWV and WWVH 
broadcast time and frequency information 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week to millions of listeners worldwide. Administered by 
the National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST), WWV 
is located in Fort Collins, Colorado, about 60 miles north of 
Denver; WWVH is located on the Island of Kauai, Hawaii on a 30 
acre site near Kekaha at Kokole Point. Both stations broadcast 
information that includes time announcements, standard time 
intervals, standard frequencies, UT1 time corrections, a BCD time 
code, geophysical alerts, marine storm warnings and Global 
Positioning System (GPS) status reports. Most hams today think 
of WWV and WWVH as "time stations." According to QST 
Editor Steve Ford, WB8IMY, that's only half-true: they are really 
time and frequency stations. "The time signals that you hear are 
regulated by an atomic clock that uses the oscillations of Cesium 
atoms as its standard -- 9,162,361,770 oscillations equal 1 second," 


wrote Ford in the June 1994 issue of QST. See <www.arrl.org/ 
news/stories/2009/10/21/11155/?c=1> for more information about 
this part of Amateur Radio history.
